The President's Message

" 6. The right of the Executive, without au- 
thority of Congress, to suspend the privilege 
of the writ of habeas corpus! 

C. That armed neutrality (as held by Ken- 
tucky) is- disunion completed. 

7. That the war is not for tho subjugation 
of the South, but for the enforcement of the 
laws and the preservation of the government. 

Other incidental points are presented; but 
the foregoing comprehend the main points of 
this most extraordinary manifesto of tyranny 
and despotism. We have only space to-day 
for a very brief notice of tho several proposi- 
tions contained in the Usurper's horrid pro- 
gramme ; but we shall take them op, 6rjp 
by one, hereafter, and exhibit their monstrous 
features in all Iheir hideous deformity. 

1. In referring to the origin of tlio war, 
the Usurper is guilty of the petty trickery 
of the small demagogues, -which assumes the 
seizure of public property and the beseigiog 
Fort Sumter as its beginning. This shallow 



pertaining to our institutions. If Lincoln's 
^^y mn i abominable theory on this subject be true, then 
are the States reft of all sovereignty, shorn of 
all guarantees for municipal liberty, and re- 
duced to the degraded condition of mere 
provinces of a consolidated empire.

They have been 
deluding themselves, and trying to delude oth- 
ers, by the promise (made by themselves, not 
Lincoln) that the Usurper would respect Ken- 
tucky neutrality and leave us at peace. With 
what face can they now meet their betrayed 
people, when Lincoln repudiates their prom- 
ises, calls them in effect traitors, and foreshad- 
ows his purpose to reduce Kentucky by force 
of arms? 'Will they still pretend that they 
arc statesmen and not humbugging deluders? 

7. An army of 400,000 men and a military 
chest of §400,000,000 are not means for the 
subjugation of the South — oh no. They are 
only meant to enforce the laws and preserve 
the government — that's all. Yet every sane 
man knows that a mjUioti of men slaughtered 
and a thousand millions of money expended, 
would only make the restoration of tho gov- 
ernment more and more impossible and more 
and more undesirable.

eal jurisdiction; thoso who, reckless of all 
consequences, have instigated John Brown 
raids; passed nullification laws under the 
fraudulent title of personal liberty acts; re- 
fused to execute the laws for the rendition of 
fugitives from justice and fugitives from ser- 
vice; defiantly set at nought the decisions of 
the Supreme Court; resolved that never an- 
other slave Statoshould enter tho Union ; ^hat 
slavery should never pa»s into any territory 
o" tho common Union; that slavery should be 
hedged around and hemmed in, till, by over- 
crowding, by insurrection, by civil war, and 
by every incidental, accidental, and purposed 
event, it should be forcibly abolished. 
The guilty conspirators who batched nil these 
things, arc the real disunionists and the real 
originators of this war of aggression by the 
North and of defense by the South ; 
and Lincoln and Seward are among the 
most guilty of them all. Even in men- 
tioning tho seizure of public property as the 
origin of the war, Lincoln does not al- 
lude to the fact that all tho property seized I 
will be accounted for by the seceding States, 
according to their own voluntary offers. 
Neither does he refer to the fact that, if Crit- 
tenden s amendments had been accepted by 
the North, the whole trouble would have been 
speedily adjusted and the Union preserved. 
To make out a false case, it was necessary to 
suppress tho truth; and Lincoln did not 
stickle at that. Nor did ho confess his own 
perfidy in violating his pledge to withdraw 
the garrison from Fort Sumter ; for that 
would have deprived him of the falso pretext 
that South Carolina brought on the war by 
bombarding that stronghold. Outright false- 
hoods, suppression of truth, and fraudulent 
pretexts, make the text of this portion of the 
message. But we pass to the next point. 

2. The audacious Usurper, almost in direct 
terms, acknowledges that he commenced his 
war by the exercise of powers not delegated 
to him by tho Constitution; but he expects 
Congress to sanction all his unconstitutional 
proceedings. To remark upon the arrogance 
of all this, would be a wasteof time and space. 
"Whenever a President may openly assume 
power denied by the Constitution, and exer- 
cise functions of any other department, and 
coolly tell even those whom he has robbed of 
just authority that they must sanction the 
outrage, it is needless to consider die matter 
in tho light of constitution and law; and the 
people who submit to it, are only fit for des- 
potic rule. 

3. The demand for four hundred thousand 
men and four hundred millions of money, is 
too enormous to require any comment. It is 
proof, notwithstanding any disclaimers, that 
subjugation is the mad design of theL'surper.

The West Point Military Academy. 

To the Editors of the Evening Post: 

The United States Military School was 
created by law in 1802. Capt. Aiden Par- I 
fridge was one of its earliest graduates ; his I 
name, as borne on the official register, being 
No. 1.3 : tho date of his graduation October 
29th, 180o. He remained at the Academv as 
an instructor from 1800 to 181 7, having held 
the position of Superintendent for nearly two 
years, from 181.3 to 1817. Ho was displaced 
in 1817, owing to some maladministration of 
the Academv, and resigned from the army in 
1808. About 1820, ho established a private 
military school at Norwich, Vermont, and 
subsequently- one at Middletown, Connecticut. 
He exercised no influence, whatever, over the 
present organization and standing of the. 
Academy; these are entirely due to Col. Thay- 
er of the engineer corps, who succeeded Capt. 
1'artridge in the auperin tendency in 1817, and 
who is, with justice, regarded as the father of 
the Institution as it now exists.

political system — the political system of the 
whole United States of America — is based on 
the fundamental principle of the right of re- 
bellion determined by the voice of the peo- 
ple. These several independent sovereign 
States of their own free choosing, and for the 
purpose of their own and the common wel- 
fare, interest, and protection, federate with 
certain others to this end. A number of these 
States declare that faith has not been kept 
with them in the compact of confederation;

Whether they possess 
the right to so terminate the connection, is 
neither asserted nor denied by the deed of 
union. This silence is claimed by each side 
in tho quarrel as favorable to its own case.

A public meeting was held on the 18th of 
June, at Charleston, Kanawha county, Va., 
to make arrangements for tho defense of the 
commonwealth against invasion. Mr. Brown, 
the Union delegate to the Legislature, ad- 
dressed the meeting. Ha denounced the 
Wheeling Convention and opposed any di- 
vi-ion of the old State. Other addresses fol- 
lowed. Tho comity court appropriated Slo,- 
000 towards arming and equiping volunteers, 
and the following resolutions woro unani- 
mously adopted : 

1st. liesolved, That as the county of Kana- 
wha gave a large majority in the recent elec- 
tion against the ordinance adopted by the 
Convention of Virginia, separating the State 
from the late United States, it is due to the 
people of the county to publish to the world 
the position they now occupy, nnd which is, 
that recognizing the great principle which 
peavades the Declaration of Independence, 
framed by the immortal Jefferson, and which 
is tho ba>is of the Republican gpvernment, 
we cheerfully submit to the will of the ma- 
jority, pronounced with unparalleled unani- 
mity by the State at large ratifying that ordi- 
nance. 

"We further proclaim to the world, that al- 
though we differed in opinion upon the adop- 
tion of the Ordinance, we are now united, to 
a man, and firmly resolved to stand by Vir- 
ginia, one nnd entire, and defend her soil 
against invasion of United States troops, 
whatever may be the pretext with which such 
invasion may bo made.

PRESIDENT'S SPECIAL MESSAGE. 

Fellow-citizens of the Senate and House of 
Representatives : 

Having been convened on nn extraordinary 
occasion, as authorized by the Constitution, 
your attention is not called to any ordinary 
subject of legislation. At the beginning of 
the present Presidential term, four months 
ago, the functions of the Federal Government 
were found to be generally suspended within 
thi) several States of South Carolina. Georgia, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana and Florida, 
excepting only those of the Post-office De- 
partment. Within these States the forts, ar- 
senals, docks, harbors, custom-houses, and the 
like, including the movable and stationary 
property In and about them, had been seized, 
and were held in open hostility to the Govern- 
ment, excepting only Forts Pickens, Taylor, 
and Jetrerson, on and near the Florida coast, 
and Fort Sumter, in Charleston harbor, S. 
C. The forts thus seized had been put in an 
improved condition, new ones had been built, 
and armed forces had been organizod, and 
were organizing, all avowedly with the same 
hostile purpose. The forts remaining in the 
possession of the Federal Government in and 
near those Statos were either beseiged or 
men SCea by warlike preparations, and espe- 
cially Fort Sumter was nearly surrounded 
by well protected ho-tilo batteries, with guns 
equal in quality to the bust of its own, and 
outnumbering the latter perhaps ten to one. 
A disproportionate share of the Federal mus- 
kets and ritles had somehow found their way 
into these States, and had been seized to be 
used against the Government. Accumula- 
tions of the pubic revenue lying within them 
had been seized for the same obj -ct. The 
navy was scattered in distant seas, leaving 
but "a very small part within within the im- 
me bate use of tbo Government. The offl- 
cers of the Federal army and navy had re- 
signed in great numbers, and of those resign- 
ing a large proportion had taken up arms 
against the Government, simultaneously and 
in connection with all these purposes; to 
sever the Federal Union was openly avowed. 
In accordance with this purpose an ordinance 
had been adopted in each of the States de- 
claring the States respectively to be separated 
from the national Union. A formula for 
combining and instituting a combination of 
these States had been promulgated, and this 
illegal organization, in the character of Con- 
federater States, was already invoking recog- 
nition, aid. and intervention from foreign 
powers. Finding this condition of things, 
and believing it to be an imperative duty 
upon the incoming Executive to prevent, if 
possible, the consummation of such attempts 
to destroy the Federal L'nion, a choice of 
inniffS to that end became indispensable. 
This choice was made and declared in the in- 
augural address. The policy chosen looked 
to tho exhaustion of all peaceful measures be- 
fore a resort to any stronger ones. It sought 
only to hold the public places and property 
not already wrested from tho government, and 
to collect the revenue, relying for the rest on 
time, discussion, und the ballot-box. It 
promised a continuance of the mails at gov- 
ernment expense to the very people who were 
resisting the government, and it gave repeat- 
ed pledges against any disturbance to any of 
the people or any of their rights; of all that 
which a President might constitutionally and 
justifiably do in such a case. Everything was 
forborne without which it was believed possi- 
ble to keep the government on foot. On the 
6th of .March, the present incumbent's first 
full day of office, a letter of Maj. Anderson, 
commanding at Fort Sumter, written on tho 
28th of February, and received at the War 
Department on the 4th of March, was by that 
department placed in his hands. This letter 
expressed the professional opinion of the 
writer that reinforcements could not he thrown 
, into that fort within the time for his relief, 
rendered necessary by the limited supply of 
provisions, and with a view of holding posses- 
sion of tho same with a force of less than 
20,000 good and disciplined men : this opin- 
ion was concurred in by all the officers of bis 
command, and the memoranda on the subject 
were made inclosures of Maj. Anderson's let- 
ter, and the whole was immediately laid be- 
fore Licutenant-Goneral Scott, who at onco 
concurred with Maj. Anderson in opinion. 
On reflection, however, he took full time for 
c onsultation with other officers, both of the 
army and navy; and at the end of four days, 
came reluctantly, but decidedly, to the same 
conclusion as before, lie also stated at the 
same time that such sufficient force was not 
at the control of the Government or could be 
raised and brought to the ground within the. 
time when the provisions in the fort would 
be exhausted, in a purely military point of 
view, and this reduced the duty of the Ad- 
ministration in the case to the mere matter of 
taking the garrison safely out of the fort. It 
was believed, however to abandon that posi- 
tion, under the circumstances, would bo ut- 
terly ruinous; that the necessity under which 
it was to be done, would not be fully under- 
stood; that by many it would be construed as 
a part of voluntary policy ; that at home it 
would di-eouraire the friends of the Union, 
embolden its adversaries, and go far to insure 
to tho latter a recognition abroad; that, in 
fact, it would be our national destruction if 
consummated. 

This could not bo allowed; starvation was 
not vet upon tho garrison, and ere it could be 
reached, Fort Pickens might be reinforced. 
This last would be a clear indication of policy, 
and would better enable the country to accept 
the evacuation of Fort Sumter as a military 
necessity. An order was at onco directed to 
be sent for the binding of the troops on the 
steamship Brooklyn into Fort Pickens. This 
order could not go by land,' but must take the 
longer and slower route by sea. The first re- 
turn news from the order was received but 
one week before the fall of Fort Sumter. The 
news itself was that tho officer commanding 
tho Sabine, to which vessel the troops had 
been transferred from the Brooklyn, acting 
upon some quasi armistice of the late Admin- 
istration, and of the existence of the late Ad- 
ministration, up to the time the order was dis- 
patched, had only too vague and uncertain 
rumors to fix nttention. had refused to land 
the troops to reinforce Fort Pickens before a 
crisis would be reached at Fort Sumter was 
impossible, rendered so by the near exhaus- 
tion of provisions in tho first named fort. In 
precaution against such a conjuncture, the 
Government had a few days before commenc- 
ed preparing and expedition, as well adapted 
as might be, to relieve Fort Sumter, which 
expedition was intended to be ultimately used 
or not, according to circumstances. The 
strongest anticipated caseforusing it was now 
presented, and it was resolved to send it for- 
ward, as had been intended in this contingen- 
cy. It was also resolved to notify the Gov- 
ernor of South Carolina that he might expect 
nn attempt would bo made to provision the 
fort, and if the attempt should not be resisted, 
there would be no effort to throw in men. arm», 
or ammunition without further notice, or in 
case of no attack upon the fort. This notice 
was accordingly given, whereupon the fort 
was attacked and bombarded to its fall, with- 
out even awaiting the arrival of tho provi- 
sioning expedition. It is thus seen that the 
assault upon and the reduction of Fort Sum- 
ter was iii no sense a matter of self-defense on 
the part of tho assailants. They well knew 
that the garrison in the fort could by no pos- 
sibility commit aggression upon them. They 
knew they were expressly notified that the 
giving of bread to the few brave and hungry, 
men of the garrison was all which would be 
attempted, unless themselves, by resisting so 
much, should provoke more. They knew that 
the government desired to keep the garrison 



in the fort, not to assail them, but to mcreh 
maintain visible possession, and thus to pre- 
ierv< the Union from actual ami immediate 
dissolution, trusting, as hereinbefore stated, to 
time, discussion, and the ballot-box for final 
adjustment; and they assailed snJ reduced 
the fort for precisely the reverse object, to 
drive out the visible authority of the Federal 
Union, and thus force it to immediate disso- 
lution. That this was their object, the Exec- 
utive well understood ; and having said to 
them in the iniuurtirnl address, you can have 
no contlict without being yourselves the ag- 
gressors, he took pains not only to keep this 
declaration good, but also kept the use so free 
from power of ingenious sophistry, as that 
the world should not be able to misunder- 
stand it. By the affair at Fort Sumter, with 
its surrounding circumstances, that point was 
reached; then and there, by the assailants of 
the Government, began the conflict of arms, 
without a gun in sight or in expectancy to re- 
turn their fire, save only the few in fort sent 
to that harbor years before for their own pro- 
tection, and still ready to give that protection 
in whatever was lawful in this act; discarding 
all else, they have forced upon the country 
the destructive issue — immediate dissolution 
or blood; and this issue embraces more than 
the fate of these United States; it presents to 
the whole family of man the question, wheth- 
er a Constitutional Kepublicor Democracy, a 
Government of tin' people by the same people, 
can, or cannot, maintain its territorial integ- 
rity, against its own domestic foes. It repre- 
sents the question, whether discontented in- 
dividuals, too few in numbers to control the 
Administration, according to organic law in 
any case, and always upon the pretenses 
made in this case, or any other pretenses, oi 
arbitrarily without any pretense, can break 
up their Government, and thus- practically 
put an end to free Government upon the 
earth .' It forces us to ask, is there in all Re- 
p'lblics this inherent and fatal weakness.? 
Must a Government, of necessity, be too 
strong for the liberties of its own people, or 
too weak to maintain its own existence? So 
viewing tho issue, no choice was left but to 
call out the war power of the Government 
and to re-ist the force employed for its do-, 
struction by force for its preservation. The; 
call was made, und the response of the conn- | 
try was most gratifying, surpassing in una- 
nimity and spirit the most sanguine expecta- j 
tion. Yet none of the States couimonly^call- 1 
ed slave States, except Delaware, gave a ' 
regiment through regular State organization, 
i A few regiments have been organized within 
some others of those States by individual en- 
terprise, and received into tlio Government 
service. Of course the seceded States, so 
called, and to which Texas had been joined 
about the time of the inauguration, gave no 
troops to the cause of the Union. The border 
States, so called, were not uniform in tqeir 
action, some of them being almost for the 
l'nion. while in others, as Virginia, Xortli 
Carolina, Tennessee, and Arkansas, the 
Union sentiment was nearly repressed and 
silenced. 

The course taken in Virgina was the most 
remarkable, perhaps the most important. A 
Convention elected by the people of the State 
to consider this very question of disrupting 
the Federal Union was in session at the Capi- 
tal of Virginia when Fort Sumter fell. To 
this body the people had chosen alarge major- 
ity of professed Union men. Almost imme- 
diately after the fall of Sumter many mem- 
bers of that majority went over to the original 
disunion minority, and. with them, adoptcdan 
ordinance for withdrawing the State from the 
Union. Whether this change was wrought 
by their approval of the assault upon Sum- 
ter, or the great resentment at the Govern- | 
incnt's resistance to that assault, is not defin- 
itely known. Although they fubmitted the I 
ordinance for ralificntioti to a vote of the ! 
people to be taken on a day t hen somewhat | 
more than a month distant, the Convention or 
the Legislature, which was also in session at | 
the same time and place, with leading men of 
the State not members of either, immediately . 
commenced acting n« if the State were al- j 
ready out of the Union. They pushed mili- 
tary preparations vigorously forward all over 
tho State. They seized the United States 
Armory at Harper's Ferry and the navy yard 
at Gosport, near Xorfolk; they received, per- 
haps invited, into their State, large bodies of 
armed troops, with their warlike appointments, 
from the so-called seceded States; they form- 
ally entered into a treatvof temporary alliance 
and co-operation with the so-called Confeder- 
ateStates, and sent members to t heir Congress 
at Montgomery; anil finally, they permitted 
the insurrectionary Government to be transfer- 
red to their Capital at Richmond. The peo- 
ple of Virginia have thus allowed this giant 
insurrection to make its nest within her bor- 
ders, and this Government has no choice left 
but to deal with it where it finds it; and it has 
the less regret as the loyal citizens have in due 
form claimed its protection; those loyal citi- 
zens this Government is hound to recognize 
and protect, as being in Virginia, as ono of 
the lmrder States so called; in fact in the mid- 
dle States there are those who favor a policy 
which they call armed neutrality — that is, an 
arming of those States to prevent the Union 
ton es passing one way or the disunion forces 
the other, over their soil, this would be disun- 
ion completed; figuratively speaking, it would 
he the building of an impassable wall along 
the line of separation, and yet not quite an 
impassable one, for under the guise of neu- 
trality, it would tie the hands of the Union 
men and freely pass supplies from among them 
to the insurrectionists, which it could not do 
as an open enemy. At a stroke, it would take 
all the trouble off the hands of secession ex- 
cept only what proceeds from the external 
blockade; it would do for the disunionists that 
which of all things they most desire — feed 
them well and give them disunion without a 
struggle of their own. It recognizes no fidel- 
ity to the Constitution — noobligation to man- 
tain the Union; and while very many who 
have favored it, are doubtless loyal, it is nev- 
thclcss very injurious in effect. 

Keeurring to the action of the government, 
it may be stated that at first a call was made 
for 75,000 militia, and rapidly following this, 
a proclamation was issued for closing the ports 
of tho insurrectionary districts, by proceed- 
ings in the nature of a blockade. So far, all 
was believed to be strictly legal.- At this point 
the insurrectionists announced their purpose 
to enter upon the practice of privateering ; 
other calls were made for volunteers to serve 
three years, unless sooner discharged, and al- 
so for a large addition to the regular army 
and navy. These measures, whether strictly 
legal or not, were ventured upon under what 
appeared to be a popular demand and a pub- | 
lie necessity, trusting then, as now, that Con- 
gress would readily ratify them., It is believ- 
ed that nothing has been done beyond the 
constitution or the competency of Congress. 
Soon after the first call for militia it was con- 
sidered a duty to authorize the commanding 
General, in proper cases, according to his dis- 
cretion, to suspend the privilege of the writ 
of habeas corpus, or in other words, to arrest 
and detain without resort to the ordinary pro- 
cess and forms of law, such individuals as he 
might deem dangerous to the public safety. 
This authority has purposely been exercised, 
but very sparingly, nevertheless, the legality 
and propriety of what has been done under 
it, are questions the attention of the country 
has been called to; the proposition that one 
who is sworn to take care that the laws be 
faithfully executed should not himself violate 
them. Of course some consideration was 
given to the questions of power and propri- 
ety, before this matter was acted upon. The 
whole of the laws which were required to be 
faithfully executed were being resisted, and 
failing of execution in nearly one third of the 
States, must they be allowed to finally fail of 
execution '.' Even had it been perfectly clear 
that by the use cf the means necessary to their 



execution some singlo law made in such ex- 
treme tenderness of the citizens liberty, that 
practically it relieves more of the guilty than 
of the innocent, should, to a very limited ex- 
tent, be violated. To state the question more 
directly, are all the laws, but one, to go unex- 
ecuted, and Government itself to go to pieces 
lest that one be violated; even in such a case, 
would not the official oath be broken, if the 
Government should bo overthrown, when it 
was believed that disregarding the single law 
would tend to preserve it? But it was not 
believed that the question was presented. It 
was not believed that any law was violated. 
The provision of the Constitution is that the 
privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall 
not to he suspended unless when in the case 
of rebellion or invasion the public safety may 
require it. It is equivalent to a provision that 
such privilege may be suspended when in 
case of rebellion or invasion the public safety 
does require it. It was decided that we have 
a case of rebellion, and that the public safety- 
does require the qualified suspension of the 
privilege of the writ, which was authorized 
to be made. 

Now it is insisted that Congress and not the 
Executive is vested with this power; but the 
Constitution itself is silent as to which or who 
is to exercise the power; and as the provision 
was plainly made for a dangerous emergency, 
it cannot be believed that the frumers of the 
instrument intend that in every case the dan- 
ger should run its course until Congress 
should be called together, the very assembling 
of which might be prevented, as was intend- 
ed in this case by the rebellionists. No ex- 
tended argument is now offered, as an opin- 
ion at some length will probably be presented 
by the Attorney-Oeneral. AVhcther there 
shall be any legislation upon the subject, and, 
if any, what, is submitted, entirely to the bet- 
ter judgment of Congress. The forbearance 
of this Government had been so extraordina- 
ry and so long continued as to lead some for- 
eign nations to shape their action, as if they 
supposed the early destruction of our national 
Union was probable. "While this, on discov- 
ery, gave the Executive some concern, he is 
now happy to say that the sovereignly and 
rights of the United States are now every- 
where practically respected by foreign [low- 
ers, and the general sympathy with the conn- 
try is manifested throughout the world. The 
reports of the Secretaries of the Treasury, 
Wat, and Navy will give the information in 
detail deemed necessary and convenient for 
your deliberation and action, while the Exec- 
utive and all the Departments will stand 
ready to supply omissions, or to communicate 
new fucts considered important for you to 
know. It is now recommended that you give 
the legal means for making this contest a 
short and decisive one; that you may place 
at the control of the Government for the work 
at least four hundred thousand men and four 
hundred millions of dollars, that number of 
men being about one-tenth of those of proper 
ages within the legions where apparently all 
are willing to engage, und the sum is less than 
a twenty-third part of the money value own- 
ed by the men who seem ready to devote the 
whole. A debt of six hundred millions of 
dollars now is a less sum per head than was 
the debt of our Revolution when we came 
out of that struggle, and the money value in 
the country now bears even a greater propor- 
tion to what it was then than does the 
population. Surely each man has as strong a 
motive now to preserve our liberties as each 
had then to establish them. A right result 
at this time will be worth more to the world 
than ten times the men and ten times the 
money. The evidence reaching us from the 
country, leaves no doubt that the material for 
tho work is abundant, and that it needs only 
the hand of legislation to give it legal sanc- 
tion, and the hand of the Executive to give 
it practical shape and efficiency. Ono of the 
greatest perplexities of the government, is to 
avoid receiving troops faster than provided 
for. In a word, the people will save their 
government if the government itself will do 
its part only indifferently; while it might 
seem, at first thought, of but little difference 
wh"ther the present movement at the South 
be called secession or rebellion. The movers, 
however, well understood the difference. 

At the beginning, they knew they could 
never raise their treason to any respectable 
magnitude, by any name which implies vio- 
lation of law. They knew their people pos- 
sessed as much of moral sense, as much of de- 
votion to law and order, and as much pride and 
reverence for the history and Government of 
their common country as any other civilized 
and patriotic people; they knew they could not 
make advancement directly in the teeth of 
these strong and noble sentiments. Accord- 
ingly they commenced nn insidious debauch- 
ing of the public mind-j they invited nn in- 
genious sophism, which, if conceded, would 
be followed by perfectly logical steps through 
all the incidents to the complete destruction of 
tho Union. The sophism itself is that any 
State of the Union may, consistently with the 
national Constitution, and therefore lawfully 
and peacefully, withdraw from tho Union 
without the consent of the Union or any oth- 
er State. They little disguise the supposed 
right is to be exercised only for a just cause, 
because they themselves are to be the sole 
judges of its justice. This is too thin to mer- 
it any notice. With rebellion thus sugar- 
coated, they have been drugging the public 
mind of their section for more than thirty 
years, and until at length they have brought 
many good men to a willingness to take up 
arms against the government, the. day after 
pome assemblage of men have enacted the 
farcical pretense of taking their Slate out of 
the Union, who would have been brought to 
no such thing the day before. This sophism 
derives much, perhaps the whole, of its cur- 
rency from the assumption that there is some 
omnipotent and sacred supremacy pertaining 
to a State, to each State of our Federal 
Union. Our States hnve neither more nor 
less power than that reserved to them in the 
Union by the Constitution, none of them ever 
having been a State out of the Union. The 
original ones passed into the Union even be- 
fore they cast oft their British Colonial inde- 
pendence, and the new ones each came into 
the Union directly from a condition of inde- 
pendence, except Texas, and even Texas, in 
its temporary independence, was never desig- 
nated a 'State. The new ones only took the 
designation of States on coming into the 
Union — while that name was first adopted — 
for the old ones only took the designation of 
States on coming into the Union — while that 
name was first adopted for the old ones in and 
by the Colonies, were declared to be free and 
independent States; but even then the object 
plainly was not to declare their Independence 
of one another or of the Union, but directly 
the contrary, as their mutual action before, at 
the time, and afterwards, absolutely shows the 
express plighting of faith by each and all ol 
the original thirteen in the articles of confed- 
eration two years later. That the Union shall 
be perpetual is most conclusive, having never 
been States either in substance or in name 
outside of the Union, whence, the magical 
omnipotence of States Rights asserting a 
claim of power to lawfully destroy the Union 
itself. Much is said about the sovereignty ot 
the States, but the word, even, is not in (hi 
National Constitution, nor, as is believed, in 
any of the State Constitutions. What is n 
sovereignty in the political sense of the term? 
Would it bo far wrong to define it, a polit- 
ical community without a political superior. 

Tested by this, none of our States, except 
Texas, ever was a sovereignty. Even Texas 
rtave up the character on coming into the 
,'nion. by which act she acknowledged the 
Constitution of the United States and thelaw.- 
nd treaties of the United States, made in 
ursuanee of th ■ Constitution, to be for her 
he supreme law of the land. Tho State- 
-ave their status in the Union, and they have 
10 other legal status if thev break from this 



They can only do so against law by revolu- 
tion. The Union and not themselves, separ- 
tod, procured their independence and their 
liberty by conquest or purchase; the Union 
gave each of them whatever independence 
and liberty it had; the Union is older than 
any of the States, and in fact it created them 
as States. Originally some dependent colo- 
nies made the Union, and in turn the Union 
threw off their old dependence for them and 
made them States such as they are. Not one 
of them ever had a State Constitution inde- 
pendent of the Union. Of course it is not 
forgotten that all the new States framed their 
Constitutions before they entered the Union. 
Nevertheless, dependent upon and prepara- 
tory to coming into the Union, unquestion- 
ably the States have powers and rights reserv- 
ed to them in and by tho National Constitu- 
tion ; but among these surely are not included 
all conceivable powers, however mischievous 
or destructive, which are known in the world 
at the time as the governmental powers, and 
certainly a power to destroy the Government 
itself has never been known as governmental, 
but merely administrative power. This rel- 
ative matter of national power and States 
rights, as a principle, is no other than the 
principle of generality and locality. What- 
ever concerns the whole should be confided to 
tho whole — to the general government — 
w hile whatever concerns only the State should 
be left exclusively to the State. This is all 
there is of original prineipleabout it. AVhcth- 
er tho National Constitution, in defining 
boundaries between the two, has applied the 
principle with exact accuracy, is not to be 
questioned. AVe are also bound by that de- 
nning without question. AVhat is now com- 
bated is the position that secession is consist- 
ent with tho Constitution — is lawful and 
peaceful. It is not contended that there is 
any express law for it, and nothing should 
ever be implied as law which lends to unjust 
or absurd consequences. The nation pur- 
chased with money the countries of which 
several of these States were formed. Is it 
just that they shall go off without leave — 
without refunding? The nation paid very 
large sums in the aggregate — I believe up- 
wards of a hundred millions — to relieve Flor- 
ida of tbo aboriginal tribes. Is it just that 
she now go off without consent or without 
making any return ? The nation is now in 
debt for money applied for the benefit of 
these so-called seceded States in common with 
the rest. Is it just either that creditors shall 
go unpaid, or the remaining States pay? 
While a part of the present national debt Was 
contracted to pay the old debts of Texas, is it 
just that she shall leave and pay no part of 
this herself ? Again, if one State may secede, 
so may another, and when all shall havescce- 
ded, none is left to pay the debts. Is this 
quite just to creditors? Did we notify them 
of this sage view of ours when we borrowed 
their money ? If we now recognize this doc- 
1 trine by allowing the scccders to go in peace, 
| it IS difficult to see what we can do if others 
choose to go or extort terms upon which they 
will promise to remain. The seccders insist 
that our Constitution admits of secession. 
Tin y have assumed to make a national Con- 
stitution of their own, in which of necessity 
they have either discarded or retained the 
right of secession as they insist it exists in 
ours. If they have discarded they thereby 
admit tbat on principle it ought not to be in 
ours; if they have retained, by their own coti- 
• struction of ours, they show that to be con- 
sistent they must secede from ono another 
whenever they shall find it the easier way of 
I settling their debts or affecting any other 
selfish or august object. Tho principle itself 
is one disintegration, and upon which no gov- 
| eminent can possibly endure. If all the 
States save one should assert the power to 
drive that one outof the Union, it is presumed 
I the whole class of seceder politicians would at 
! once deny the power and announce tho act as 
the greatest outrage upon States rights. But 
: suppose that precisely the same ast, instead 
| of being called driving them out, should be 
j called the seceding of the others from that 
; one, it would bo exactly what the seccders 
l claim to do; unless, indeed, that they make 
the point that tho one, because it is a minori- 
ty, may rightfully do what theothers, because 
they are a majority, may not rightfully do 
These politicians are subtle and profound on 
the rights of minorities. They are not partial 
to the power which the Constitution gives 
and which speaks from its preamble in tin- 
words, "AVe, the people." ' It may well be 
questioned whether there is a majority of 
tho legally qualified voters of any State, ex- 
cept, perhaps, South Carolina, in favor of dis- 
union. There is much reason to believe that 
the Union men are in the majority in many 
if not in every other one of the so-called sece- 
ded States. The contrary has not been dem- 
onstrated in any one of them. It is ventured 
to affirm this even of Virginia and Tcnncs- 
i sec, for the result of an election held in mili- 
: tary camps, where the bayonets are all on the 
■ side of the question voted upon, can scarcely 
be considered a demonstration of popular sen- 
| timent. At such an election all that large 
class who are at onco for the Union, and 
against coercion, would be coerced to vote 
against tho Union. 

It may be affirmed, without extravagance, 
that the free institutions we enjoy, have de- 
veloped the powers and improved the con- 
dition of our whole people, beyond any 
example in the world. (If this we now have 
a striking and an impressive illustration. So 
large an array us the government Das now on 

! foot, was never before known — without a sold ier 
in it but who had taken his place there of his 
own free choice. But more than this, there 
are many single regiments, whoso members, 
one and another, possess full practical knowl- 
edge of all the arts, siences, and profession-, and 
whatever else useful or elegant is known in 
the world, and there is scarcely one from 
which there could not be selected a President, 
a Cabinet, a Congress, and, perhaps, a court, 
abundantly competent to administer the Gov- 
ernment itself. Nor do 1 say this is not true 
in the army of our late friends, now adver- 
sariis, in this contest. But if it is, so much 
the better reason why the Government which 
has conferred such benefits on both them and 
us should not be broken up. AVhoever in 
any section proposes to abandon such a 
Government would do well to consider in de- 
fense to what principle it is that he does, 
what better he is likely to get in its stead, 
whether the substitute will give or be intend- 
ed to give so much of good to tho people. 
There are some foreshadowlngs on this sub- 
ject. Our adversaries have adopted some de- 
clarations of independence in which, unlike 
the good old one penned by Jefferson, they 
omit the words "all men are created equal, ' 
whilo they have adopted a temporary Nation- 
al Constitution in the preamble of which, un- 
like our good old one signed by Washington, 
they omit, "We, tho people," and substitute, 
-We, the deputies of the sovereign and in- 
dependent States.'' Why this pressing out 
of view the rights of men and the authority 
of the people ? This is essentially a people s 
contest on the side of the world, that the form 
and substance of Government whose leading 
object is to elevate the condition of men, to 
lift artificial weights from our shoulders, to 
cleave to the paths of laudable pursuit for all, 
;o afford all an unfettered start and a fair 
chance in the race of life; yielding to the par- 
tial and temporary despotism from necessity. 
This is the leading object of the government 
for whose success we contend. 1 am most 
barmy to believe that the plain people under- 
stand and appreciate this. It is worthy of 
note that while in this, the government s hour 
of trial, large numbers of those in the army 
ind navy who have been favored with the 
dficesvhave resigned, proved false to the hand 
which Bad pampered them, not one common 
soldier br common sailor is known to have 
Ironed his flag. Great honor is due to those ' 
officers who remained true despite the exam- I 



pie of thnir treacherous associates; but the 
greatest honor and most important fact of all 
is the unanimity and firmness of the common 
soldiers and common sailors. To the last 
man, so far as known, they successfully resist- 
ed the traitorous efforts of those whose com- 
mands but an hour before they obeyed as ab- 
solute law. This is the patriotic instinct of 
plain people. They understood without an 
argument that the destroying of the govern- 
ment which was made by Washington means 
no good to them. Our popular Government 
has often been called an experiment. Two 
points in it our people have already settled — 
the successful establishing and tho successful 
administration of it. One still remains — its 
successful maintenance against a formidable 
internal attempt to overthrow it. It is now 
for them to demonstrate to the world that 
thoso who can fairly carry an election can al- 
so suppress n rebellion ; that ballots are the 
rightful and peaceful successors of bullets; 
and that when ballots have fairly and consti- 
tutionally decided, there can be no successful 
appeal back to bullets ; that there can be no 
successful appeal) except to ballots themselves, 
at succeeding elections. Such will be the 
great lesson of peace, teaching men what 
they cannot take by an election, neither can 
they take it by war — teaching all their folly 
of being the beginners of war. 

Lest there may be some uneasiness in the 
minds of candid men as to what is to be the 
course of the Government towards the South- 
ern States after the rebellion shall have been 
suppressed, the Executive deems it proper to 
say it will he guided by th i Constitution and 
the laws, and that he probably will have no 
different understanding of the powers and du- 
ties of the Federal Government relative to the 
rights of the States and the people under the 
Constitution than expressed in the inaugural 
address. He desires to preserve the Govern- 
ment that it may lie administered for all as it 
was administered by men who made loyal cit- 
izens everywhere. Tney have the right to 
claim this of their government, an 1 the Gov- 
ernment has no right to withhold or neglect 
it. It is not perceived that in giving there i« 
any coercion, any conquering, or any subju- 
gation in any sense of these terms. The Con- 
stitution provides, and all the Stales have ac- 
cepted the provisions, that the United States 
shall guarantee to every State in this Union a 
republican form of government. But if « 
State may lawfully go out of the Union, hav- 
ing done so, it may also discard the republican 
form of government; so that to prevent its 
going out is all indispensable, means the end 
of maintaining the guarantee mentioned, and 
when it is lawful and obligatory the indispens- 
able means to it are also lawful and obliga- 
tory. 

It is with the deepest regret that the Exe- 
cutive found the duty of employing the war 
power in defense of the Government: for 
forced upon him, he could but perforin this 
duty or surrender the existence of the Gov- 
ernment in compromise; not that compro- 
mises are not often proper, but that no popu- 
lar government can long survive a marked 
precedent, that those who carry an election 
can only save the Government from immedi- 
ate destruction by giving up the main point 
upon which the people gavetheelection. The 
people themselves, and not their servants, can 
safely reverse their own decisions. As a pri- 
vate citizen the Executive could not have con- \ 
sentcd that these institutions shall perish, 
much less could he, in betrayal of so vast and 
so sacred a trust as the-e free people had con- 
fided to him. Ho felt that he had no moral 
riirht to shrink, noreven to count tho chances 
of his own lit'.- in what might follow. In full 
view of his great responsibility he has so far 
done what he hasdeemcd his duty. You will, 
according to your own judgement, perform 
yours. He sincerely hopes your views and 
your actions may so accord with his as to as- 
sure all faithful citizens who have been disturb- 
ed in their rights of a certain and speed v res- 
toration of the laws; and having thus chosen 
our course with pure purpose, let us renew 
our trust in God and go forward without fear 
and with manlv hearts.

Proclamation of the Governor. 

"Whereas, numerous applications have been 
made to me from many o;ood citizens of this 
Commonwealth, praying me to issue a procla- 
rimtion forbidding the march of any forces of 
this or any other State or States over our soil, 
to make an apprehended attack upon the 
Federal forces at Cairo, in Illinois, or to dis- 
turb any otherwise the peaceful attitude of 
Kentucky with reference to the deplorable 
war now waging between the United States 
and the Confederate States. And whereas, 
numerous applications from like good citizens 
of this Commonwealth have also been made 
to me. praying me to issue n proclamation 
forbidding the occupation of any post or place, j 
or the march over our sacred soil by any 1 
force of the United States for any purpose. 
And whereas, it is made fully evident, by 
every indication of public sentiment, that it 
is the determined purpose of the good people 
of Kentucky lo maintain, with courageous 
firmness, the fixed position of self-defense, 
proposing or intending no invasion or ag- 
gression towards any other State or States, 
forbidding the quartering of troops upon her 
soil by either of the hostile sections, but sim- 
ply standing aloof from an unnatural, horrid, 
and lamentable strife, for the existense of 
which Kentucky, neither by thought, word, 
nor act, is in any wise responsible. And 
wlnTt a-. the policy thus recommended by so 
many of my fellow-citizens of all political 
leanings, is. in hiv judgment, wise, peaceful, 
safe, and honorable, and the most likely to 
preserve peace and amity between the neigh- 
boring bordering States on both shores of the 
Ohio river, and protect Kentucky, generally, 
from the ravages of n de plorable war. And 
whereas, the arms distributed to the "State 
Guard,'' composed as it is of gentlemen 
equally conscientious and honest, who enter- 
tain the opinions of both parties, are not to 
be used amanti the Federal Government vor the 
Confederate States, but to resist and prevent 
encroachments upon her soil, her rights, her 
honor, and her sovereignty by either of the 
belligerent parties, and to preserve the peace, 
safety, prosperity, and happiness and strict 
neutrality of her peopte, in the hope she may 
soon have an opportunity to become a suc- 
cessful mediator between them; and in order 
to remove the unfounded distrust and suspi- 
cions of purposes to force Kentucky outof the 
Union, atthe point of the bayonet — which may 
have been strongly and wickedly engendered 
in the public mind in r"gard to my own posi- 
tion aud that of the "State Guard," 

Now, therefore, I, BKRIAII MAGOFFIN, 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, and Commander-in-Chief of all her 
military forces, on land or water, have issued 
this my proclamation, hereby notifying and 
warning all other States, whether separate or 
united, and especially tho "United States' 
and the "Confederate States,'' that 1 solemnly 
forbid any movement upon the soil of Ken- 
tucky or the occupation of any port, post, or

obedient hereto; to -be obedient to tho laws 
and lawful orders of both the civil and mili- 
tary authorities; to remain when off military 
duty quietly and peaceably at their homes, 
pursuing their wonted lawful avocations; to re- 
frain alt words and acts likely to engender 
hot blood' and provoke collision: to pursue 
such a line of wise conduct as will promote 
peace and tranquility, and a sense of safety 
and security, and thus keep far away from our 
beloved land and people the deplorable ca- 
lamities of invasion; but at the same time earn- 
estly counseling my fellow-citizens of Ken- 
tucky to make prompt and efficient prepara- 
tions to assume the armor and attitude pre- 
scribed by the paramount and supreme law 
of self-defense — and strictly of self-defense 
alone; praying Almighty God to have us ever- 
more in his holy keeping, and to preserve 
us in peace, prosperity, and security for- 
ever.
